IS FIRST 10 FLY 
UNCHARTED ROUTE 


Kings ford-Smith and 
Companions Land After 
3,138 - Mile Over - Water 
Hop at 8:23 P. M. 


ONLY 1,800 MILES 
FROM AUSTRALIA 


Time of Voyage Is 34 
Hours, 33 Minutes From 
Hawaii, 62 Hours, 1 Min- 
ute From United States.

Suva, Fiji Islands, June 5.—(Tues- 
day.)—Bound from the mainland of 
the United States to Australia, the 
Fokker monoplane Southern Cross 
roared out of the tropical skies to the 
north of Suva and landed here today. 

It came to earth at 2:23 p. m. Tues- 
day, local time, 6:23 p. m. Monday, 
Pacific coast time, or 10:23 p. m. 
Monday, eastern daylight time, or 
8:23 Atlanta time. 

The elapsed time for the flight from 
the island of Kauai was 34 hours 
oo minutes, 

The fliers were greeted as they 
landed at Suva by Sir Eyre Hutson, 
governor of the Fijis. 

Captain Kingsford-Smith and his 
crew of three reported the Southern 
Cross in perfect condition as they step- 
ped from the cockpit and surveyed the 
ship. 

Tired, But Happy. 

The welcome given them by the 
thousands of natives from Viti Levu 
and surrounding islands, and the 3,806 
whites, was wild : 

“We're tited ahd | 
physieal condition otherwise,” Kings- 
ford-Smith toid the United News. 


A perfect south sea island day greet- 
ed the four adventurers. 

The plane was wholly undamaged in 
the landing, which was somewhat dif- 
ficult due to the narrow confines of 
the improvised airport. 

Arrival of Captain Charles Kings- 
ford-Smith and his three companions 
of the Australian flight marked the 
end of the longest oceanic -hop ever 
attempted. 

Only One Landing Place. 

Since leaving Barking Sands on the 
islands of Kauai, Hawaii, early Sun- 
day, the plane had covered a distance 
of 3,138 miles, all of which was over 
water. 

Only once during her record-break- 
ing flight were Captain Charles Kings- 
ford-Smith and his companions, 
Charles T. P. Ulm, relief pilot: Harry 
Lyon, navigator, and James Warner, 
radio operator, within close proximity 
to ground on which they could make 
an emergency landing. 

That was when they passed near 
the Phoenix Islands, mere dots on the 
wide expanse of the Pacific, in the 
early morning hours today. . 

The rest of the time they were over 
the open ocean, confident in the ability 
of their plane to make the flight and

The meeting was held at 28 Capitol 
avenue under auspices of the Ladies 
Loyal Orange lodge, Robert E. Lee 
camp, No. 266, and provided a cli- 
max in the present contest for the 
race of chief of construction of the 
city of Atlanta. Voters will nom- 
inate a chief and 32 other officials 
in the primary Wednesday. 

But for the timely adjournment of 
the meeting by Mrs. Frances Jobn- 
son, presiding, spectators declared 
blows would have resulted. 

Aspirants for the post of chief of 
construction continued to dominate 
the political arena at’ three other 
meetings Monday night—at the Smil- 
lie and Tenth Street schools and Kirk- 
woed pharmacy. 

Printup Interrupts. 

The crisis came while W. A. Jack- 
son was speaking in behalf of Mr. 
Hansell. He was interrupted by Neil 
Printup when he challenged anyone 
in the audience to cite failure on the 
part of the chief to follow explicitly 
instructions of the mayor and council 
in administration of affairs of the of- 
fice. 

“Chief Hansell declined to put some 
cinders on Evans drive directly in 
front of my door, although city coun- 
cil had approved a resolution direct- 
ing him to do so,” Mr. Printup de- 
eclared in taking the floor. ‘“The work 
was done at a later date, and the 
street finally was paved by Fulton 
county. The chief said he had to 
await delivery of a dozen new trucks 
to haul enough cinders to lay a pass- 
able street for one block.” 

“There are other streets in Atlanta 
which must be looked after also.’ Mr. 
Jackson declared. ‘““‘The work was done 


just as soon as was humanly pos- 


sible.” 

J. E. Cumbea, a resident of the 
second ward, attacked Mr. Jackson for 
working on an “hour-basis”’ for the 
construction department and in the 
“employ of Mr. Hansell while he held 
a position as an instructor in the At- 
lanta public schools.” 

During the disorder which followed, 
marked by hootings, Mrs. Johnson ad- 
journed the meeting and dinner was 
served the audience. 


Holds Two Positions, 


“Is it mot true that you hold your 
position as an instructor in engineer- 
ing at a local high school and that at 
the same tim@ you are employed by 
the construction department?” Mr. 
Cumbea asked. 

“Yes,” shouted Mr. Jackson. “I 
was competent to do the work, and 
arranged to do it on a part time basis. 
It was done well, and the city got 
value received for every dollar it 
paid me.” 

The interruptions came during Mr. 
Jackson’s speech and after Mr. Don- 
aldson had completed a stinging at- 
tack on a circular letter which Mr. 
Hansell has circulated to voters. 

“The chief of construction admits 
he is a good ‘hog-raiser’ in this let- 
ter,” Mr. Donaldson began. “He 
claims that the dairy farm has been 
placed on a money making business 
under his administration. I'll bet if 
the truth were known, the city is 
spending a dollar for every gallon of 
milk that comes from it. 


Expenditures Assailed. 


“His campaign of ruthless expendi- 
ture has started the taxpayers of At- 
lanta on the road to higher taxes, and 
I predict that in the event of his elec- 
tion, the taxes will be raised. He 
cites a series of street paving prejec’s, 
but the taxpayers had to pay for these 
though the baby bond plan. Th’ 
were sponsored by supply dealers. 

“IT understand the chief has de- 
clared a holiday for Wednesday and 
all the 450 employees of the depart- 
ment will be free to politic. I charged 
it at a previous meeting where the 
mayor was present and neither the 
mayor nor the chief of construction 
denied it. The employees are now 
campaigning on the city’s time, 

“Several weeks ago, the department 
estimated that the Lloyd street sewer 
would cost approximately $200,0C0. A 
fund of $100,000 was set up from the 
sewer bond fund and the county was 
asked to contribute another $100,000. 
The county, evidencing, I believe, lack 
of confidence in his ability to esti- 
mate, asked that the city turn over 
its $100,000 to the county cnd let 
the county make the contract. The 


contract was awarded several days 
ago ‘for a little over $100,000.’ 

“The system of awarding contracts 
in the construction department is 
wrong. Under the present plan, an 
estimate is made of the work and all 
contractors know what the esimate 
is. They place bids accordingly.” .¢ 

Jackson’s vAddress. 

“Mr. Donaldson admits that the 
present organization is efficient, ef- 
fective and honest,’ Mr. Jackson be- 
gan in opening his address, which he 
did not complete because of the ad- 
journment of the meeting. 

“He has promised to retain. prac 
tically every one of them and in ad- 
dition has promised scores of others 
jobs in the event of his election. He 
can not carry out his campaign prom- 
ises and every person in this room 
knows it. 

“The chief of construction is bond- 
ed to carry out the orders of the 
mayor and general council. Mr. Han- 
sell has done that. JIf certain need- 
ed improvements are not made, the 
money has not been set up or coun- 
cil has not directed that the work be 
done, 

“We feel that the whole truth 
should be told about all matters per- 
taining to this race. It is a/* fact 
of which the Hansell organization is 
proud that the city dairy farm cleared 
$24,000 last year. This money which 
is several times the salary of the 
chief of construction was poured 
back into the coffers of the city. 


Misrepresentation Charged. 


“The opposition has declared that 
no building contractors, material men 
or others have contributed to its cam- 
paign fund. I can produce witnesses 
to prove that I was told that 27 
have. Someone is misrepresenting 
the facts. I want to defend again 
the map which has been repeatedly 
attacked by the opposition. Our op- 
ponent made a trip to Washington 
and came back to Atlanta and rec- 
ommended a topographical map, the 
same map he is attacking. 

“Another thing, the opposition has 
refused to name a ticket up to this 
good hour. Someone who is expect- 
ing a job which has been promised 
in the event of his election is going 
to get stung.” 

Ben T. Huiet and his opponent, 
Cecil V. Whiddon, for the post of 
Alderman from the third ward; J. 
M. House, incumbent, and his eppon- 
ent, Ed. A. Gilliam for alderman from 
the twelfth: J. Ben Daniel, Steve C. 
Glass, J. M. Pirkle and L. D. : 
Quinby of their representatives 
marshal; F. > Florence, Marvin 
Roane and R. A. McMurry for tax 
collector; R. C. Turner, incumbent, 
and Pat Harrison for electrician, ap- 
peared in behalf of their respective 
candidacies.

Chicago, June 4.—As was more or

From the standpoint of competition 
there was nothing startling in any 0 
the matches, due mostly to the fact 
that the American players far out- 
classed the little men from the Orient, 

One or two facts, however, made 
their impression on me as I watched 
the players go through their paces on 
the splendid courts of the Chicago 
Town and Tennis club. 

Greatly Improved, 

Most important of all was the fact 
that in George Lott and John Hen- 
nessey the United States has two 
boys who have greatly improved their 

games over the form they displayed 
last year. 

Make no mistaxe about these two 
young men. They are playing cham- 
pionship tennis. They are going to be 
important factors in the coming Euro- 
pean invasion. 

The one outstanding improvement 
in Hennessey's game is his steadiness. 
IIe has learned in the short space of 
one year how to keep the ball in play. 
That little asset is going to mean a 
great deal to’ him this summer, 

Lott, too, has added one or twa 
things that have raised the standard 
of his play. He is hitting harder off 
the ground, and seems to have settled 
down more in temperament, 

Unquestionably either Hennessey or 
Lott will be used in one of the singles 
matches abroad, and I predict that po 
matter which plays he will make it 
decidedly interesting for his opponent, 

Another factor brought home fore- 
ibly to all those watching the play is 
that in “Junior” Coen the United 
States has a future world’s champion. 
This young man from Kansas City 
had his first taste of international 
singles play here, and the splendid 
manner in which he turned in a four- 
set victory is an indication of what 
he will be in the near future, 

Coen has a wonderfully developed 
*round game which he uses from the 
baseline with telling effect against u 
net player, but for some reason hard 
to explain, he seems reluctant to xe 
up to the net himself. 

Needs More Speed. 


Time and time again in his mateh 
bere against the Japanese he let oj- 
portunities go by to get up close for a 
killing shot at the net. ‘That is one 
thing he will have te remedy, and un- 
doubtedly with his natural ‘playing 
ability he will beable to do this. 
“Junior” also will have to get a little 
more speed on his second services, 

Men of the caliber of LaCoste, 
Cochet or Borotra would step m and 
drive his second ball for an ace. Jiow- 
ever, Coen is only 16, and has plenty 
of time to improve his game. 

Tilden, in his matches here, was not 
extended enough for me to tel] wheth- 
er he is the Tilden of old. He still has 
all the amazing speed on his strokes, 
and retains that subtle court craft 
which placed him at the top of the 
tennis world for seven years. Dut 
whether he can stand up under the 
erind of a hard five-set match, is 
hard for me to say. 

His singles matches here against 
the Japanese were not a sufficient 
test for me to say that the United 
States can count on “Big Bill” defi- 
nitely in the European invasion. He 
may be called upon to play two singles 
in addition to the doubles match while 
abroad, and that, believe me, is a real 
tennis assignment. 

The difficulty facing the men who 
run the destinies of the Lawn Tennis 
association is whether to put Tilden 
only in the singles and allow the dou- 
bles assignment to be taken care of by 
the younger players. That will have 
to be decided in the near future, and 
unless I miss mv guess it will be a

This matter of busting little clay targets has always seemed very 
much like hitting a little golf ball with a club. “The timing is the thing”’ 
and the mental attitude means more than the mechanics of the game.

A strange conclusion came from the observation. Taking

the performances of 10 stars as the basis of our conclusions we 
found that 90 per cent of their misses came on straight-away 
targets. Even to the layman who never saw a gun shoot and 
knows nothing about the game this conclusion is the expression 
of a remarkable fact. It stands to reason that the angle targets 
are harder to hit than the straight targets. That is true. With 
angle targets the beginner finds his troubles. There are at 
least two angles to figure with the clays that do not go straight 
while the targets directly out of the trap are direct shots. Yet 
the experts miss more straight-aways than angles. What is the 
answer? Overconfidence. After so long a time the shooter 
becomes so accustomed to straight shots that he believes he can 
throw his gun to his face and hit them without effort. On the 
That’ . _the answer.

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WOUNDED BISHOP 
EGAINS SENSES 


Charleston, S. C., June 4.—(2)— 
Following an operation for the remov- 
al of a bullet, the Rigat Reverend Wil- 
liam A. Guerry, bishop of the South 
Carolina diocese of the Protestant 


Episcopal church, who was shot to- 
day by the Reverend J. H. Woodward, 
66, retired clergyman of the <iocese, 
regained consciousness late tonight in 
a hospital here, but his condition stil 
is regarded as somewhat critical. 


After shooting the bishop during a 
conference in his office in the dioecsan 
headquarters, the Reverend Woudward 
turned the revolver upon himself, in- 
flicting a wound from which he died 
a few minutes later at a hospital. 


Reacts Favorably. 


Bishop Guerry was unconscious for 
several hours after the shooting, but 
“reacted favorably,” Dr. R. S. Cath- 
cart, hig physician, reported, to the 
operation. The bullet was lodged in 
the left chest. 

Before the shooting anu suicide it 
is believed .there was a discussion of 
the retirement age of clergymen and 
some talk of finances, Woodward tell- 
ing Miss Henrietta P. Jervey, private 
secretary .o the bishop, that he wish- 
ed to see his superior about the retire- 
ment age of ministers. A check for 
$50 made out to Woodward and signed 
by Bishop Guerry was found in the 
room after the shooting. 

That Bishop Guerry had an intima- 
tion of what might happen was shown 
by his remark to Miss Jervey when 
Woodward went into the bishop’s pri- 
vate office. 

Says Man Is Crazy. 

‘This man is crazy and no telling 
what will happen,” he told Miss Jer- 
vey. 

It was only a few minutes before 
Miss Jervey heard two shots and when 
she entered the room where the men 
were she found both on the floor. 
Woodward held a smoking pistol in 
his hand. 

The Rev. Mr. Woodward was for 20 
vears a minister in the South Caro- 
lina diocese. He was known .as a 
man with fixed opinions on the negro 
In 1918 when 
sishop Guerry sought a suffragan 
bishop for work among the negroes of 
the diocese, the minister made a num- 
ber of attacks on him through pub- 
lic statements and speeches. 

Shoots Burglar. 

While serving as pastor of an Epis- 
copal church at Bluffton, S. C., he 
shot a negro burglar. He was exon- 
erated following the killing, residents 


said, but never fully recovered from 
the nervous shock. 

After his difficulty with the bishop 
over the negro bishop question the 
minister was retired but retained a 
canonical connection with the diocese. 
For several months, a short time ago, 
he was ua supply pastor at St. Mark’s 
Episcopal church at Brunswick, Ga. 
His family is said to live at Darien, 
Georgia. 

Bishop Guerry was born in Claren- 
don county, South Carolina, in 1861. 
He was ordained a deacon in 1889 and 
a priest a year later. After serving, 
pastorates at Florence, Marion and 
Darlington, S. C., he became profes- 
sor of homiletics and pastoral theology 
at the University of the South, Se 
| wanee, Tenn., leaving the schoo) in 
1907 to become bishop coadjutor of 
South Carolina. A year later he be- 
came bishop. 

Bishop Guerry is a graduate of the 
University of the South. He married 
Ann McBee, of Lineolnton, N. C., in 
1889.

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RATE INCREASES 


FAIL AS REMEDY 


COLLATERAL LOANS SET 
RECORD ON EXCHANGE. 


New York, June 4.—(4)—Col- 
lateral loans to members of the 
New York Stock Exchange at the 
tlose of business May 31 amounted 
to the record-breaking total of $5,- 
274,046,281, an increase of $366,- 
263,682 over the month before. 

Seven per cent call money rates 
were ordered on the stock exchange. 


Washington, June 4.—(4)—The 


highest level of credit ever attained 
by member banks of the federal re- 
serve system was reached in the mid- 
die of May despite the efforts of the 
board to check the increase volume of 
bank loans for transactions in secur- 
ities. 

In a statement today, the board 
said that during recent months in- 
creasing pressure on member banks 
through gold exports security sales 
by the reserve banks and advances in 
rediscount rates has not had the ef- 
fect of arresting the rapid expansion 
of member bank credit. 

Increase Indebtedness. 

“The policy of the reserve banks, 
however, has resulted in greatly in- 
creasing the indebtedness of member 
banks to the reserve banks,’ ’the state- 
ment added. “In the middle of May 
discounts by the reserve banks for 
member banks amounted to $800,000.- 
O00, the largest amount in more than 
four years, and in addition the reserve 
banks held $350,000,000 in accept- 
ances purchased from the member 
banks and from dealers. 


Growth Widespread. 


“This growth in member bank in- 
debtedness has been widespread, af- 
fecting member banks, not only in 
New York city and in other leading 
cities, but also in smaller communi- 
ties, Advances in rediscount rates 
and in buying rates on bills, further- 
more, have increased considerably the 
cost to member banks of their in- 
debtedness to the reserve banks. This 
higher cost of reserve bank credit and 
the traditional reluctance of member 
banks to remain continuously in debt 
at the reserve banks, exert a contin- 
uous pressure on the member banks. 

“That these banks, in turn, pass the

pressure on to the borrowing pub- 
lic is evidenced by the rise in open- 
market money rates and the closer 
scrutiny to which many loans are 
subjected.” 

Unless a change occurs in the di- 
rection of gold movements or in the 
open market policy of the federal re- 
serve system, the only means by which 
‘the member banks will be able to re- 
duce their debt at the reserve banks 
is a sale of investments or a gradual 
contraction of their loan account. 

‘The growth in member bank cred- 
it has been continuous and rapid since 
the seasonal low point in the latter 
part of February,” the board's state- 
ment continued. “Since that time the 
total volume of credit extended by the 
reporting member banks has increased 
by nearly $1,000,000,000. Until the 
middle of April this growth reflected 
in about equal measure increased 
spring demands for bank accommoda- 
tion by trade and industry and growth 
in the volume of stock exchange loans. 

No Further Growth. 

“Since that time there has been no 
further growth in the commercial de- 
mand for credit and the entire in- 
crease has been in holdings of securi- 
ties and in Jean on stocks and bonds 
and particularly in loans to brokers 
and dealers in securities on the New 
York Stock exchange. Accompany- 
ing an unprecedented volume of trans- 
actions on the exchange and a con- 
tinued rise in security prices, the 
volume of so-called. brokers’ loans 
reached a record figure in the begin- 


ning of April and continued to in- 
crease until the middle of May. 

“In view of the rapid expansion of 
bank credit, in the absence of addi- 
tional commercial demand and the in- 
creasing volume of bank loans used 
to finance transactions in securities, 
the federal reserve banks further pur- 
sued the policy begun in January of 
selling government securities and ther- 
by withdrawing funds from the money 
market. 

Gold for Export. ‘ 

“Additional withdrawals of funds 
were caused by the continued demand 
for gold for export. As a conse- 
quence of these withdrawals and some 
increase in the reserve requirements 
of member banks, there was a large 
increase in member bank borrowing 
at the reserve banks and the volume 
of discounts in May was larger than 
at any other time in the past four 
years, 

“Heavy indebtedness of member 
banks at the reserve banks was ac- 
companied by a rise in open-market 
rates and particularly in the rate on 
call money. Discount rates at the 
New York, Philadelphia, Cleveland. 
Atlanta and Dallas’ reserve banks 
were raised in May from 4 to 41-2 
per cent and this rate is now in ef- 
fect in ten of the twelve federal re- 


serve banks.’’

Manchester, England, May 24.— 
(Ihy Mail.)—The proposal of the Cot- 
ton Spinners and Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation and the Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners’ associations to bring 
about a reduction in the wages of the 
operatives has ended in the complete 
abandonment of any such move. The 
employers in both organizations were 
asked to vote on whether they were 
prepared to enforce a reduction of 
121-2 per cent on current earnings. 
The result of the ballot of the mem- 
bers of the Master Spinners’ Federa- 
tion announced this week was as fol- 
lows:

Percentage Not Obtained. 

The Cotton Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion simply announced that the neces- 
sary percentage of SO per cent in 
favor had not been obtained. In view 
of the above results it is only nat- 
ural that the employers have decided 
to take no further action in the mat- 
ter. The ballots, therefore, have end- 
ed in a fiasco, and other avenues will 
have to be explored if production costs 
are to be reduced. It is quite prob- 
able that the question of abolishing 
cleaning time in the spinning mills 
will not be taken up by the trade 
union leaders. 

The situation in the Manchester 
market since a week ago has shown 
no change. Buyers are still indis- 
posed to operate freely and with very 
few exceptions the orders placed have 
been for limited quantities. 

Feature of Interest.

High Lights in the Cotton Market 


BY THEO. H. PRICE 
Editor of Commerce and Finance 


New York, June 4.—(Special.)— 
The stock market and the cotton mar- 
ket continue to fluctuate in more or 
less accord. When stocks go up cot- 
ton advances a few points, and vice 
versa. But there has been no radical 
change in the status of cotton. nor is 
there any reason to expect that the 
market will move far away from its 
present anchorage before the issuance 
of the government estimate of the 
acreage that will be given out on Mon- 
day, July 9. Many private reports 
have beeu published already and many 
more are to be expected during the 
next 30 days. 

But thus far none of them have 
had much effect as they differ in their 
estimates of both the condition and 
the acreage, and everyone knows that 
the performance of October is rarely 
equal to the promise of June. 

This is about all that can be said 
with regard to the crop outlook, al- 
though a careful reading of the of- 
ficial weather reports leaves one un- 
der the impression that the rainfall 
and the temperature have both favor- 
ed the growth of the young cotton 
plant. 

The reports from the dry goods 
trade are not, however, so cheer: ul. 
In the United States the cotton man- 
ufacturers continue to talk of over- 
production and the need for further 
curtailment, and in Lancashire it is 
the same story. 

A satisfying explanation of the 
prevailing pessimism is bard to find, 
but there are some who insist that 
the restricted demand for cotton goods 
is due to the relatively high pric os 
demanded for them. It is argued 
that the world cannot be expected to 
buy as many shirts or sheets at pres- 
ent prices as it did when these and 
other Staple fabrics could be had at 
oJ per cent Jess than is now asked 
fe them, and it is claimed that low- 
er wages and cheaper cotton are pre- 
essentials of an inereased 
tion. This is the burden of the plea 
that is being made in New Bedford 
by those who are trying to settle the 
strike there, and the English papers 
are printing many letters from Lan-

Manilfestly there can 
be no scarcity of actual cotton in 
the United States this season and if

WHEAT SCORES 


SUDDEN UPTURN 


Chicago, June 4—()—Wheat 
scored a sudden big upturn in price 
today, but reacted sharply at the 
finish, Sensationally pessimistic crop 
reports from the spring wheat belt 
northwest led to aggressive buying. 


On the other hand, heavy sales to 
realize profits ensued when the mar- 
ket bulged. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
unsettled at 1-Se to le net gain, with 
corn 1-4e to 7-8e off, oats varying 
from 5-S8e decline to le advance, and 
Provisions unehanged to a rise of 10e. 

According to one of the foremost 

Unotticial crop experts, spring wheat 
is deteriorating at a rapid rate over 
a wide extent of territory as a result 
of drought. 
In his opinion. the greater part of 
the eacreage he has seen on various 
fours could not make more than 4 or SD 
bushels if rain came at once. A few 
days more without rain, he says. 
would bring about total failure in 
many places, 

Prior to announcement of this ine 
formation, the wheat market today as 
a rule Was ranging downward. At 
this  juneture speculative demand 
broadened out in a hurry, and pre- 
dictions became = current that the 
spring wheat situation as a whole ine 
dicated a light crop at best. 

Corn ruled relatively weak throughe 
out the day. Weather over the corn 
belt was much more favorable. Oats 
prices at times developed much 
strength on account of complaints of 
excessively dry weather northwest. 

Provisions were firmer. affected 
more or less by official reports that 
hog production is on the decline.
